director at Brown University,has been named director of alumni 
relations for The George Washington University. He will assume the 
post in mid-October. 

Keates, 34, of Providence, Rhode Island, has been alumni 
director at Brown University since 1973. 

At George Washington he will be responsible for the organi¬ 
zation and direction of the Alumni Relations Office and its programs 
and will work in cooperation with the leadership of related groups 
to support and coordinate alumni activities. 

A 1966 magna cum 1aude graduate of Brown, he received his 
master's degree in English literature from Duke University in 1970. 

He served as an admission counselor and an English instructor at 
Duke University and subsequently worked in the same capacities at 
Brown prior to becoming director of alumni relations. As an 
undergraduate, he was a varsity athlete in track. 

National recognition was awarded three years in succession to 
Brown University for its total alumni program and for excellence in 
alumni administration under Mr. Keates's direction. The awards 
were made by the Council for the Advancement and Support of Educa¬ 
tion (CASE), which has an organizational membership of more than 
2,000 colleges and universities.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Twentieth-century Mexican prints from the Library 
of Congress Collection will be on exhibition in the Dimock Gallery of The 
George Washington University from Thursday, October 5, through Friday, November 10. 
The gallery, off the lower lounge of Lisner. Auditorium ,GWU, is open to the 
public without charge from 10 a.m.to 5 p.m. weekdays. 

The group of 17 selected prints includes the work of Jose Clemente Orozco, 
David Siquieros and Diego Rivera and reflects the role of artists during the social 
upheaval in the aftermath of the revolution of 1910 in Mexico. The works are 
largely from the periods of the 1930s and the 1940s. 

The exhibition is presented in conjunction with MEXICO TODAY, a national 
symposium of exhibitions, seminars,films, performing arts, and courses on 
contemporary Mexico. MEXICO TODAY is made possible by grants from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities and the National Endowment for the Arts, and is 
sponsored by Meridian House International, the Smithsonian Resident Associate 
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Program, and the Center for Inter-American Relations. The national project is 
organized in cooperation with the Government of Mexico. 

Along with the Dimock exhibit, there will be a slide presentation 
on "The Architecture of Luis Barragan" on Thursday, October 19, and 
Wednesday, October 25, at 5 p.m. in the Lower Lounge of Lisner Auditorium,

CONSUMER BANKRUPTCY COURSE ADDED TO 
GWU PARALEGAL TRAINING FOR SENIORS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- With a growing number of older persons facing 

financial problems, a new course on consumer bankruptcy has been 

included in the next session of the Paralegal Training for Seniors program 

offered by the National Law Center at The George Washington University. 

The one-year session, which begins December 4, is open to all persons in 
the metropolitan area who are 55 years or older and want to help other senior 
citizens with their legal problems. It is the only paralegal program in the 
Washington area designed specifically for older persons. 

The new course on bankruptcy will focus on individual bankruptcy cases 
and financial difficulties, which are often caused by excessive medical expenses, 
refinancing loans, and poor use of credit cards. The paralegal program also 
includes courses on the legal problems of age discrimination, social security, 
veterans' benefits, disability claims, pensions, medicare, and taxes. 

The program provides classroom instruction, "on-the-job" experience under 
the supervision of attorneys and advanced law students, and an employment 
referral service for those who complete the one-year session. Persons who are 
interested in registering may call GW's Institute of Law and Aging at 676-4869.
